In Europe, ITT companies have been prime con- 
tractors for the ESRO satellites, have developed 
the command and telemetry system for the Ger- 
man AZUR research satellite, and have designed 
flight simulators and other vital equipment for 
military aircraft as well as for the Anglo-French 
supersonic Concorde. ,
